Few People Know Actual 


Value in Monetary Sense 


Of Wildlife in Wisconsin

People in general have but a 


slight conception 
of the 
actual 


value in a monetary sense of our 
wildlife and other attractions to be 
found in the big outdoors. Seldom 
it is that anyone will belittle the 
value from a health standpoint of 
communion with nature. Most peo- 
ple agree freely that physical bene- 
fits result from time spent in the 
outdoors, but few know the num- 
ber of dollars that flow into the 
coffers of the people as a direct re- 
sult of our playgrounds. 


Investigation has revealed some 


startling figures. The United States 
Bureau of Biological Survey has es- 
timated that this country's wildlife 
resources are responsible for busi- 
ness revenues totalling about $1,- 
000.000,000 a year. It cites an an- 
nual consumption of 87,500 auto- 
mobiles by fishermen and hunters 
as bringing the automobile indus- 
try $70,000,000 a year for new cars 
alone, and similar figures of ex- 
penditure for tires, gas and oil. 


It is estimaledjhat 3,000,000 visi- 


tors 
come to the New England 


states each year and leave therein 
no Jess than $500,000,000 annually. 
Hunting and fishing biing to the 
state of Maine more than thirty 
per cent of the annual $125,000,000 
revenues from visitors.

Small Number 


.Note the small number of hunt- 


ers involved, as compaied with the 
80 000 who seek the u hitc-tails, of 
Wisconsin. It is true that the ex- 
pense involved in deer hunting in 
our state is less than that of the 
western states, but suppose we re- 
duce the individual cost per hunter 
to only $10, which is far below 
what they actually spend, it means 
that close to a million dollars were 
distributed 
in the 
28 counties 


wherein the animals are hunted, 
and in the short period of time 
amounting to seven days. 


Sportsmen are spenders But, 


no game, no hunting; no fish, no 
fishing. Fortunately, stiong inter- 
ests are at work to rejuvenate the 
wildlife. 


Leaders of the automobile indus- 


try and of the gas and oil industry 
know that an important percentage 
of their revenues come from out- 
door recreation This country moves 
on wheels today. More cars are 
sold to 
sportsmen than to non- 


sportsmen, per capita. Hunters and 
fishermen go longer distances for 
their recreation than do the peo- 
ple who sit on the bleachers at 
football and baseball games. 


Conservative Estimate 


More than 5,000,000 automobiles 


carry sportsmen to the fields and 
streams of this country annually. If 
they travel an average of only 700 


and fishing expenditure for replace- 
ment of ,$70,000,000. At least eight 
tires are necessary for a car trav- 
elling 40,0000 miles. Thus, hunting 
and fishing consume 700,000 tires 
annually. At an average of $9 a tire, 
this is 36,300,000. Sportsmen's cars, 
travelling 3,500,000,000 miles an- 
nually, and averaging fifteen miles 
to the gallon of gas, consume such 
fuel to the value of $35,000,000 a 
year. Changing oil, say at every 1,- 
000 miles, the hunters and fisher- 
men pay an annual bill of J3,- 
500,000. 


Conservative figures, then, indi- 


cate that $112,700,000 is spent annu- 
ally for cars, tires, gas and oil in 
the transportation of fishermen and 
hunters. Many more millions are 
spent by the sportsmen with bus 
companies and commercial aviation 
companies.

Bearing in mind that the money 


spent in Wisconsin far exceeds that 
dispensed in New Hampshire, with 
its 
compartively small revenue 


amounting annually to $5,931,000, as 
compared with the hundreds oi 
millions distributed about our state 
each year, let us see how the mon- 
ey of the eastern state is actually 
divided in disbursement. Of the to- 
tal §382,460 goes for hunting and 
fishing licenses; $53,264, for fishing 
licenses alone; $1,203,170 for visi- 
tors' food and lodging; $343,652 for 
-_orts equipment; $297,307 for gas 
and oil; and the balance for boat 
rentals and guidinj services.

of the New England states have ob-

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A SERVICE TO MOTORISTS 


Automobilists, who pay a very sub- 


"Vstantial portion of the cost of maintaining 
streets and highways, would find it less 
irksome continuously to contribute to 
public funds if occasionally something 
were done for their comfort or conveni- 
ence. The condition of our streets and 
highways at the present moment offer 
such an opportunity to our street and 
highway departments. No service would 
be more appreciated than putting cinders 
or sand at busy street intersections. 


For this kind of service to be effective 


something more than a gesture of throw- 
ing a few shovelsful of cinders on the ice 
and then forgetting about it is necessary. 
Heavy traffic throws the cinders off in a 
few hours and the highways are as slip- 
pery as they were before treatment. If the 
street department really wants to be of 
help to motorists, and that includes a sub- 
stantial majority of all the taxpayers of 
Appleton, it will keep a crew or crews 
constantly engaged in this work, seeing 
to it that cinders are replaced as fast as 
they are thrown off, even if this requires a 
Visit to each busy intersection one or more 
times a day. 


Not only will this be doing something 


for the convenience and comfort of motor- 
ists but it also will oe a distinct safety 
Measure. That .there is no great increase 
in the number of accidents during the pe- 
riods when streets are particularly slip- 
pery is due entirely to the extra caution 
of drivers, but even the most careful 
driver has very little control over his car 
on ice coated streets. 


This service might cost a bit more 


money, but the motorist, who constantly is 
dipping into his pocket to pay the varying 
kinds of automobile taxes, has a right to a 
little consideration from those who are 
spending this money.

of legality to either's action? 


Since the freighter was a tiny one its 


cargo cannot be very valuable and the 
one Spanish Rebel retained by the Reds 
cannot be of much importance. Since the 
Reds have their backs to the wall good 
judgment would recommend they comply 
with the. German demands even though 
they consider them unjust. Why do they 
not follow this simple and obvious course? 


It is necessary to look behind the 


scenes. But a clear sight is not accorded 
us. Who is it pulling those strings to 
stiffen the Reds' resistance? Who wants a 
showdown and a cause for further con- 
flict? Who wishes it to appear that the 
other side precipitated the encounter? 


The history of Europe for the last cen- 


tury, in,which .we appreciate the contro- 
versies more clearly, has shown that the 


' truth is Tnot opened up to the world. 


Perhaps Berlin sent this little freighter 


as a bait hoping it would be picked 'up as 
it was. Perhaps powers behind the Span-

ART AND MR. MELLON 


Andrew Mellon's gift of »rt treasures 


worth many millions to the United States 
has been gathered over a long period of 
time and hinted at sufficiently for the past 
15 years that it cannot be looked upon as a 
decision made upon the spur of the mo- 
ment. Were it otherwise we suppose Mr. 
Mellon's political opponents would say 
that he made the gift in the form in 
which he did to obtain the satisfaction 
that the Administration cannot waste his 
art galleries whereas it might do that very 
thing to his funds. 


But it is bad manners to look gift 


horses in the mouth and Mr. Mellon's gen- 
erosity should be accepted in the high 
spirit with which it is offered. 


He is preparing to deliver a finished 


gilt in commendable manner. He offers 
not only incomparable art, priceless relics 
from the brushes of masters now molded 
into dust, but he constructs a great and 
costly gallery to house these treasures and 
he endows the gallery with sufficient 
funds that the income will provide ade- 
quate salaries to engage competent experts 
as directing managers, and asks the gov- 
ernment to whom he gives this gift merely 
to see to the ordinary upkeep. 


The present is crowned by Mr. Mellon's 


modesty. He directs that it shall not bear 
his name. 


In the years to come the value of this 


gift will swell as the people come more 
and more to appreciate the fine arts. It is 
not alwa3's simple to divide the useful 
from the fine arts because man's activities 
are sometimes devoted entirely to ma- 
terial needs, sometimes to human emo- 
tions and sometimes to a mixture of the 
two. But after man's material needs are 
reasonably satisfied the fine arts may well 
be classified as necessities in the enjoy- 
ment they provide and the culture they 
foster. 


Great paintings, like epic poems and 


throbbing music, affect and tend to turn 
men's thoughts; sometimes more than the 
generation affected may realize.

just as surely as a general's plan of battle, 
an architect's skyscraper blueprints or an 
engineer's design for a revolution in ma- 
chinery.

vision into permanent form. He had the 
imagination, the creative genius—call it 
what you will—that is as rare in its finest 
among men as radium among metals. By 
this standard all paintings are not art nor 
are all verses poems. But Markham's 
"Man with the Hoe," Da Vinci's "Last Sup- 
per" and Verdi's "Rigoletto" will all en- 
dure together, as long as men can make 
the precious last. 


Genius does not appear every genera- 


tion. We have a Michelangelo, perhaps, 
once in every 300 or 400 years. The same 
observation may be made of Cellini, Jef- 
ferson, Kant, Poe, Mozart, Columbus and 
Lincoln—the titans whose transcendent 
abilities in whatever field their activities 
sought, lighted up not only their own age 
but all succeeding ages. 


Mr. Mellon has bought and presented 


to the people the living and remaining evi- 
dence of genius. It will endure under the 
protection of careful hands, surviving for 
the purpose of amusing, entertaining and 
enthralling the people and serving, per- 
haps, that other valuable purpose of en- 
couraging and inflaming others who have 
the rare spark.

accident, could no longer pursue his occu- 
pation as a miner.

UNIVERSITY OF THE SUPPER 


TABLE 


Supper is a meal taken at the 


close ol the day. Say about 7 p. m. 
Let's keep the supper table atmo- 
sphere in American life. 


For honest working people, that 


is, people who work 
with their 


muscles, perhaps the mid-day meal 
should be the main meal of the 
day, and the evening meal a lighter 
one. For people who live by their 
wits or as parasites, the mid-day 
meal had better be a light meal 
for the younger ones and next to 
nothing at all for the older ones, 
and the dinner or main meal should 
be taken at the close of the day or 
when the dajCs loafing or chiseling 
is over. 


In the days when scorchers with 


low handle bars 
burned up the 


cinders 
and 
sometimes maimed 


stray chickens people subsisted on 
three meals a day. breakfast, din- 
ner and supper. Then gradually it 
became noised about, through the 
instrumentality .of the Police Ga- 
zette, that ladies of the, er, chorus 
and their gallants were having sup- 
per around midnight, the 
repast 


consisting essentially 
of 
lobster 


and champagne. This, and a per- 
version of tiffin or tea ultimately 
established the custom of calling 
supper dinner and dinner luncheon. 
"We are pretty silly about the whole 
business, when you come to exam- 
ine our gastronomic affectations. 
Most of our dinner table decorum, 
for 
instance, is manifestly in- 


tended to impress the bourgeoisie 
and not as considerate behavior 
toward ethers. 
Even the 100 per 


cent snobs who submit to finger- 
bowl frippery as likely as not come 
to table with unclean hands—hands 
unclean from the sanitary 
view- 


point. 


The supper table is the place to 


teach children true courtesy, man- 
ners, refinement, which, essentially, 
means only due consideration and 
respect for others. But instruction

table.

Polarized Light 
Idea First Tried 
Eighty Years Ago 


Herapath, English Doctor, 


Used Quinine and ' 


Iodine Crystals 


Philadelphia — (T) — When" the' 


glare is taken out of automobile 
headlights by polarizing light, Dr. 
William Bird Herapath, an English 
physician, will be known as the 
man who was born eighty years 
too soon. In 1852. Herapath discov- 
ered that crystals made of iodina 
and quinine salt form a "glass" 
which takes all the glare out of 
light. Even in those days the dis- 
covery was so important that the 
stuff was named after him—Hera- 
pathite—and went into the En- 
cyclopedia Britanica. Webster's un- 
abridged and Ganot's physics. 


Seventy years later the word was 


no longer in the encyclopedia. "Web- 
ster's, in small type, said it was 
obsolete, and the new physics texts 
didn't even mention it 
How it 


came back, under a new name, re- 
cently, was told in a report to the 
Franklin Institute by 
Edwin "H. ~ 


Land of Boston. 


The crystals are too small to -Be 


seen except under a misroscope. 
They are needle-shaped. When they 
are massed uniformly like soldiers' 
bayonets, they become transparent, 
and they 
also do the polarizing 


trick; that is, they sort out rays of 
light. Rays, the "waves" of light, 
normally roll in all directions, like 
waves of smoke in the air. But af- 
ter light passes through these cry- 
stals, it rolls only in one plane, like 
the waves on the ocean. 


These single plane light waves 


are called "polarized." After they 
pass 
through 
one sheet 
of the 


iodine-quinine 
crystals they will 


not pass through a second, provid- 
ed the second sheet is turned at a 
90-degree angle. Years ago automo- 
bile makers began seeking some- 
thing that would act like these cry- 
stals, because this kind of glass. 5n 
the headlight, could be set so that 
it would give an appreciable light 
to an oncoming driver behind a 
windshield of the same material. 


Mistake In 1852 


A mistake was made in 1852. of 


thinking that the tiny crystals 
could be caused to grow large 
enough to cut "glass" from them. 
It persisted seventy years and ac- 
counted for the complete failure of 
the "great discovery." Mr. Land 
tried the opposite experiment He 
made the crystals smaller, so tiny 
that they are not. visible even in a 
microscope. He set them in a sheet 
of transparent acetate, and stretch- 
ed the sheet. The little crystals, due 
to the pull, lined up bayonet-like, 
and the new form of iodine-quinine 
"glass" was complete. 


It took ten years to learn how. 


Scientists were not interested in 
helping Mr. Land, but he needed 
precision instruments which only 
scientists possessed. He said that he 
found a laboratory, whose window 
was not latched at night Night.af- 
ter 
night his 
workers " entered 


through 
the window, took .the 


hinges off a cabinet in which the 
precision instruments were locked 
and made measurements. 
Before 


morning they screwed the hinges 
back, with instruments apparently 
untouched. 


After months of this, the purloin- 


ed measurements became so im- 
pressive that scientists opened their 
laboratories for completion of the 
tests.

vests of the world below normal 
and war-worried nations hoarding 
every available bushel of cereal, 
prices of the principal grains push- 
ed steadily higher throughout 1936. 


The world's supply 
of many 


cereals dropped to record low lev- 
els. 
Wheat stocks, lor example, 


were recently reported shorter than 
at any time during the past decade. 


Wheat, corn, oats and rye quo- 


tations swept to the highest point 
since early 1929 as the year closed, 
demand from every section of the 
globe contributing to the upturn. 


Farmers Profit 


Robert P. Boylan, president of 


the Chicago board of trade, said 
that farmers received the major 
portion of the higher price level. 


"Although a disastrous visitation 


of drought over large areas of nor-

The grave of Confucius is vis- 


ited by pilgrims in great .lumbers, 
and his followers today try to live 
in the way he taught was good.

The 
offices given him while he was alive 
were small compared to those which 
came after he died. He -was made a 
"duke,". later a "wang" or "king," 
still later an "emperor." This is the 
only case I know where .a man.

Post-Crescent Washington Bureau 


Washington— Federal legislation 


to empower an appropriate federal 
authority to aid state authorities in 
regulating the -production sale, 
and distribution of dairy products, 
amendment of the anti-trust laws 
to prevent unfair and monopolistic 
practices, and an extension of dairy 
cooperatives were 
today recom- 


mended to congress by the Federal 
Trade commission. 


The recommendations were made 


in the final report on the commis- 
sion's investigation of the Connec- 
ticut, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
and 


Minneapolis-St. Paul milk sheds au- 
thorized by the 73rd congress. 


The commission plans to study 


further evidence they found that 
some large distributing companies 
have granted secret rebates and 
special discounts to certain custom- 
ers, including some of the large 
chain stores. They will seek to dis- 
cover if these practices are in viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Robin- 
son-Patman anti-price discrimina- 
tion act. 


Limited Survey 


The commission points out that 


its conclusions were necessarily 
based upon investigations of only a 
limited number of milk sheds, and 
might not apply to all marketing 
areas. 


Even so, some of its findings are 


likely to be startling even to those 
in the sheds investigated. 


It found the competitive element 


was largely lacking, according to 
the report, in the quoted price of 
cheese determined at weekly meet- 
ings of the Wisconsin Cheese Ex- 
change at Plymouth, Wis, . Prices 
paid producers in most marketing 
areas are usually based on quoted 
prices of butter and cheese. 


Scale Changes 


Investigating price changes, the 


commission learned that a drop in 
prices paid by distributors to pro- 
ducers usually accompanied a re- 
duction in prices charged milk con- 
sumers, and that the increase to 
consumers has been greater than 
that allowed producers. 


In price conferences 'with dis- 


tributors, milk producers,' accord- 
ing to the commission, have not al- 
ways had adequate data to enable 
them to discuss price. factors en 
equal terms with distributors' rep- 
resentatives. 


Distributors* reports on propor- 


tions of milk sold or otherwise 
used generally have not been prop- 
erly verified by thorough audits of 
books to determine whether pro- 
ducers have received correct blend- 
ed prices for milk,, the commission 
disclosed, in markets where the use 
made of milk by distributors has 
determined prices paid to'produc- 
ers. 


Need Classification 


FTC investigators came to the 


conclusion that considerable confu- 
sion resulting from the use of terms 
in classifying milk as to uses could 
be avoided by adopting a few well- 
defined classifications, to apply -in 
all sheds, such as fluid milk, fluid 
cream, and condensary milk. 


Another conclusion reached by 


the WTC is that 'those equipped to 
handle all milk produced "by their 
members, and making no attempt 
to limit or discourage production 
by establishment 
of basic allot- 


ments or otherwise, are better able 
to obtain results than strictly bar- 
gaining associations. 


Dairy farming 
.conditions have 


been greatly improved, the FTC 
discovered, by producers' coopera- 
^ive organizations. They have ob- 
tained better prices for milk in 
most cases.
